Indianap olis, M arch 2 (A.P.)— 
The Indiana General assembly 
started ou t today on the final 
fu ll week of its session with the 
hou se working on the biennial 
ap p rop riation bill and the sen­ 
ate in a snarl ov er the rep ort of 
its sp ecial highway commission 
com m ittee. 
The hou se indicated th a t it 
was in a mood to redu ce ap p ro­ 
p riations. It started in on the 
gov ernor’s office and lop p ed off 
$100,000 
from

each of the two ensu ing fiscal 
y ears. The bu dget has p rop osed

routes lie across national forests. 
Planes will start droning over 
the wooded sections of the Great 
Lakes states in late spring; dur­ 
ing dry summer weather the pa­ 
trols will be extended over w est­ 
ern states; and until the end of 
the year there will be scattered 
areas to be watched. 
The aerial work will be 
con­ 
ducted under contract with com ­ 
mercial aviation concerns, as it 
has been since 1928, as an 
ad­ 
junct to perm anent lookout sta­ 
tions. 
Planes will 
have a 
five-fold 
role to play: scouting to detect 
fires, especially during hazy peri­ 
ods and after 
thunderstorms; 
em ergency 
transportation 
of

supplies; 
reconnais­ 
sance of fires to report direction 
and size; 
aerial 
photography; 
and use in anti-fire education. 
It has been found that plane 
patrols were too expensive 
for

A LIGHT UNDER A BUSHEL 
A French publishing house recently announced 
that hereafter it will publish all of its books 
anony mously . 
Authors, the announcement said, get altogether 
too fond of advertising themselves and fail to 
devote enough attention to their writing. 
A 
writer gets a reputation and then rests on his 
oars, letting the impetus of his former books 
carry his new’ ones along, and spending a good 
share of his time in seeing to it that his name 
gets into the newrspapers and magazines. 
So this publishing firm—which is about to open 
an office in New York and publish American 
books—will have no more of it. It will withhold 
the names of its authors, and its books will carry 
no “by lines” at all. 
It will be interesting to see how the authors 
react to this scheme. In pure theory it should 
make no difference at all. A writer is supposed 
to write because of an imperative inner compul­ 
sion. He is supposed to be thinking of fame very 
little and of money hardly at all; he writes be­ 
cause there is something in him th at demands 
expression. 
So why should he object to an 
anony mous printing? 
Theory , unfortunately , does not alway s jibe 
with the facts. There may be a few writers who 
fall in this category , but they are a tiny minority . 
The average writer, quite properly , wants fame 
and adulation. If he turns out a good book he 
would like to get the credit for it. Furthermore, 
authors have to eat; and many a first-rate book 
came into existence in part, at least, because its 
writer needed to bolster up a fading bank ac­ 
count. 
tu ven more interesting, however, will be the 
reaction of the readers. 
Most of us, probably , buy books for the authors. 


If a new book by Zane Grey , or James Branch 
Cabell, or S. S. Van Dine is announced (depend­ 
ing on our individual tastes) we hurry to buy it. 
If a book by an unknown appears we wait and 
find out what other people are say ing about it 
before we take a chance on it. W hat would we 
do if the author’s name were withheld? Probably 
we should read the book reviews more carefully , 
and take the advice of the critics more regularly 
than we do now. 


DAYS FOR CAUTION 
The season of shifting tem peratures is with us 
again, and for the next several weeks to come 
y ou’ll probably encounter more “sniffing and 
sneezing” than y ou’ll notice at all other times of 
the y ear. 
Efoctors call it the most dangerous season, and 
they never cease to warn us to be careful of sud­ 
den atmospheric changes th at brings colds and 
lung ailments.

See th at the children get 
their share, too, and we’ll have both a happier 
and a healthier community , with little to fear 
from this season of sudden changes.

was in a mood to reduce appro- 
priations. It started in on the 
governor's office and lopped off 
$100,000 from the 
executive's 


emergency contingency fund for 
each of the two ensuing fiscal 
years. The budget has proposed 
$200,000 for this fund for each 
year. 


The house also ketp to $5,000, 


the annual appropriation for 
maintenance of the executive 
mansion. This was a slash from 
$10,000, the amount fixed by the 
committee. 


The house barely got started 


on the appropriation measure 
before the noon adjournment. It 
was to take it up again this aft- 
ernoon. 


The senate wrangled long and 


loudly over an attempt by a 
minority of the highway investi- 
gating committee to bring in a 
report. By a close vote it was fin- 
ally decided to suspend the rules 
so that the minority, composed 
of senators Charles L. Strey, re- 
publican, Wabash and Anderson 
Ketchum, democrat Greensburg, 
might submit their report which 
contains sharp criticism of the 
state highway commssion. The 
majorty of the commission is 
expected to have its report ready 
this afternoon. 


The budget bill—appropria- 


ting approximately $76,000,000 to 
operate the various state de- 
partments and institutions for 
the next two years—was thresh- 
ed over yesterday afternoon by 
the house ways and means and 
public expenditures committees. 
Reductions aggregating between 
$600,000 and $700,000 were agreed 
upon while increases of more 
than $62,000 in other cases were 
accepted.

The fire still was smouldering 


when firemen brought out the 
bodies, took them to a police 
station for identification. Police 
reported that they had sighted 
four other bodies in the debris. 


Trapped behind a blazing cur- 


tain and with other exits cut off 
by the flames the girls, scream- 
ing, believed themselves doomed 
until firemen fought then- way 
through the blaze. Several were 
severely burned. 


Twenty persons were injured 


in'th eblaze which occurred just 
as the crowd was leaving at one 
a. m. A stage hand lowering the 
curtain let it fall across an elec- 
tric wire which short-circuited 
and ignited it. Unnoticing, he 
raised the curtain to allow the 
dancers to take a bow and thus 
spread the flames to the loft. 
Then he lowered the curtain 
again and completed the trap 
from which they barely escaped. 


The owner of the building, his 


wife and five small children, 
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and Deputy Sid Hunt on. a charge 
of issuing fraudulent checks, and 
was placed in jail here.

follette, for whom he stumped in 
the presidential campaign of the 
Wisconsian. The Laf ollette group 
in the house pushed him. for 
speaker hi 1923. 


Today the house paid<him tri- 


bute with an adjournment of re- 
spect to his memory. A commit- 
tee will represent congress in es- 
corting-the body back to Racine 
Wednesdav.

in the spring. 


Congress allowed $50,000 
for 


forest service aviation in the 1931 
fiscal year, and this will be sup- 
•plemented by volunteer reporting 
of commercial pilots whose daily 
routes lie across national forests. 


Planes will start droning over 


the wooded sections of the Great 
Lakes states in late spring; dur- 
ing dry summer weather the pa- 
trols will be extended over west- 
em states; and until the end of 
the year there will be scattered 
areas to be watched. 


The aerial work will be con- 


ducted under contract with com- 
mercial aviation concerns, as it 
lias been since 1928, as an ad- 
junct to permanent lookout sta- 
tions: 
Planes will have a five-fold 


role to play: scouting to detect 
fires, especially during hazy peri- 
ods and after 
thunderstorms; 


emergency 
transportation 
of 


men and supplies; 
reconnais- 


sance of fires to report direction 
and size; aerial photography; 
and use in anti-fire education. 


It has been found that plane 


patrols were too expensive for 
cruising back and forth over 
wooded -sections to "spot" fires, 
and the method now employed is 
to hold ships in readiness to be 
sent on particular missions, par- 
ticularly in search of fires started 
during an electrical storm. 


While lookout stations cover 


the main regions of forest, inac- 
cessible areas are scouted by pil- 
ots. Fires discovered by lookouts 
Often are surveyed by fliers for 
first-hand reports on extent and 
danger. 


The volunteer reporting sys- 


tem was inaugurated by Herbert 
Hoover, Jr., as head of the radio 
activities of Western Air Express. 
Last year the pilots on regular 
commercial runs of the company 
reported 24 fires. 


Reports by pilots of this and 


other air lines operating over 
wooded regions are sent by radio 
and telephone to forest service 
headquarters. The volunteer sys- 
tem, 
which was experimental in 


1930, will be expanded during the 
approaching fire season.

A French publishing house recently announced 


that hereafter it will publish all of its books 
anonymously. 
Authors, the announcement said, get aluogether 


too fond of advertising themselves and fail to 
devote enough attention to their \writing. A 
writer gets a reputation and then rests on his 
oars, letting the impetus of his former books 
carry his new ones along, and spending a good 
share of his time in seeing to it that his name 
gets into the newspapers and magazines. 


So this publishing firm—which is about to open 


an office in New York and publish American 
books—will have no more of it. It will withhold 
the names of its authors, and its books will carry 
no "bylines" at all. 
It will be interesting to see how the authors 


react to this scheme. In pure theory it should 
make no difference at all. A writer is supposed 
to write because of an imperative inner compul- 
sion. He is supposed to be thinking of fame very 
little and of money hardly at all; he writes be- 
cause there is something in him that demands 
expression. 
So why should he object to an 


anonymous printing? 


Theory, unfortunately, does not always jibe 


with the facts. There may be a few writers who 
fall in .this category, but they are a tiny minority. 
The average writer, quite properly, wants fame 
and adulation. If he turns out a good book he 
would like to get the credit for it. Furthermore, 
authors have to eat; and many a first-rate book 
came into existence in part, at least, because its 
writer needed to bolster up a fading bank ac- 
count. 


£,ven more interesting, however, will be the 


reaction of the readers. 


Most of us, probably, buy books for the authors.

sion has completed a new map of 
the state highway system, show- 
ing improvements up to January 
1 of this year and copies are now 
being distributed.

The one just completed is the 


third issue in the last fifteen 
months. It is made in a revised 
color scheme, making it much 
easier to follow both state roads 
and the major 
county roads 


when driving. Surface types of 
both state and county highways 
are indicated as regards pave- 
ment. 


New mileage added to 
the 


state system a few months ago, 
with additional mileage \ tenta- 
tively agreed upon for inclusion 
at a later date, are set out in 
dotted lines and in colors. For 
the first time a state road map 
carries a directory of state parks, 
state institutions and places of 
historic interest, arranged on the 
face of the map with reference 
to highway accessibility.
